Compared with: other European 
capitals, Bucarest’s criminal statis- 
tics are amall; there are few pro- 
fessional burglars .and thieves mn 
the city. . 

It is otherwise in’-the’ country. 
The Rumanian bandits have fully 
inherited romantic traditions of.the 
medieval “‘ Knights of the Road.” 
Forests, swamps and scarcely acces- 
sible mountains are their usual 
resorts in spring, summer, and 


early autumn. In winter they con- 
cvai “themselves at ‘the homes of 


their-friends in somo remote villages: 


and lie low. 

As-a rule, they do not attack the 
local peasants and do their best to 
stand well ‘with ‘them. Most -often 
the bandits appear’ on. a road ‘dis- 
guised in -o gendarme’s uniform. 
Travellers and pleasure parties be- 
come their cosy’ prey; cars and 
coaches are stopped and the oc: 
cupants: robbed before they realise 
that the presumed gendarmes are 
robbers in disguise. 

Usually no resistance whatever is 
opposed, as the bandits are keen 
on shooting and profess no esteem 
for a ‘human life. They rarely, 
however, do any harm to women.

‘The story of their losses told mo 
to-diiy by. a large body of the 
farmers of Gloucestershire, repre- 
senting every typo of agriculturist, 
has added impressively to the bulk 
of evidénce- of an acute crisis on 
the ‘land, says .a Daily Mail cor- 
‘respondent. 

Every man. who ‘had his cortifi. 
ed accounts readily available placed: 
‘them in my hands. Not! one has 
paid income tax. for ‘several years. 
On the contrary, a few have just re- 
evived cheques for rebates on in- 
come from investinents. owing to 
these forming Joeses. 

The position’ ia de lorable. Tho 
decline began in this shire, as evory- 


where else, after the repeal of the | 


Corn Production Act. This was 
the first fact emphasised by Mr, 
W. F. Beckett, county chairman of 
the National Farmers’ Union. Ho 
anid. 

The accounts of my own farm 
of about 250 acres show loss 
in every yenr since 1921. “there 
are in Gloucestershire plenty of 
farmers ‘whose herd of livestock 
has increasod in number and yet 
is of much: less value owing to 
depreviation, 

The plight, of our’ numerous 
small holders appears to be hope- 
_less,. Many: of theso’ men. are 
working 16 to 18 hours. a day: 
They, are overworked and ‘break- 
ing down under the strain. Yet 
they cannot make headway. There 
is a fairly large number of than 
who ‘have lost every penny thoy 
owned and a big proportion are 
ex-Service men. 


Leaving The" Land. 


To’ my mind ‘the most serious 
question is, that of the young 
.men. The farmers’ sons are loay- 
ing the land,‘and -we are unable 
to give employment to: the sons 
of the labourers because: we can- 
not afford to pay the rate of 
wages defined by the Wages Coim- 
mission.for lids who’ are learn- 
ing their jobs. Therefore thece is 
_hu resegve of labour in training. 

The stute of the farmers’ affairs 
ig extremely bad, and this branch 
of tho Farmers’ Union is getting 
complaints constantly. “Only 4 
fortnight ago we advised one man 
to filé his petition in bankruptcy.
